The result of the ciection in the 
city of New York was announced 
May 2,1800, the democratic majority 
being 490. 
The c.ity had twelve mem- 
bers of the legislature, and all doubt 
as to the presidential vote was re- 
moved by this resu.i.i, unless the fed- 
eral party in their expiring agonies 
could devise some plan by which the 
will of the people, as thus expressed, 
could be defeated, in both branches 
of the legislature elected in 171)9, the 
federalists had a majority.

The people or politician'snmy 
institute parades in honor of. the 
event, and public officials may add to 
the pageant by assembling troops and 
banners, hut all that only comes prop- 
erly after the inauguration, not be- 
fore; and it is not a part of it. 
Our 


system does not provide one president 
siiould inaugurate another. 
There 


might be danger in that, and it was 
studiously left out of the charter. 
But you are place .1 in an exceptionally 
important position in connection with 
coming events. 
The capital is in my 


jurisdiction also, but I am a subordi- 
nate and not oil the spot, and if I 
were, so also would be my superior in 
authority, for there is the station of 
the commander-in-chief. 


On the principle that a regularly

fences, cutting down trees, repairing 
buildings, etc.. etc., anil am at least 
able to nay that St. Louis is Ihc cold- 
est'place iii the winter, ns it, is tlie 
hottest in the an mmer, of any that I 
have encountered in a temjierate zone. 
I have known St. .Louis in December 
to have genial weather tbroilghout 
the month; this December has been 
frigid, and the river lias been frozen 
more solid than 1 have over known it. 
When I heard the.*umor that I was 
ordered to (he Pacific corst I thought 
it probably true, considering the p:ist 
discussion about the subject. The 
possibilities Denied to ma to point 
that way. 
Had it linen true I should, 


of course, have presented no complaint 
nor made resistance uf any kind. 
I 


would have gone quickly if not pre 
prepared to go promptly. I certainly 


have power and prestige to support 
you. The secretary of war, too,prob- 
ably holds over; but if no president 
appears he may uot be able to exer- 
cise functions in thojiamoof a presi- 
dent,'for his proper acts are those of 
a known superior—a lawful president. 
You aut on your own. responsibility 
and by virtue of a commission, only 
restricted by the law. The secretary 
of war is the mouthpiece of n picai- 
deut. You are not. If neither can- 
didate has a constitutional majority 
of the electoral college, or the senate 
and house on the occasion of the 
count do not unite in declaring1 some 
person legally elected by the people, 
th?re is a lawful machinery already 
[irovided to meet: that contingency 
md decide the tiuestion peacefully. 
It has not been recently used, no oc- 
casion presenting itself, but our fore- 
fathers provided it. It has been ex- 
ercised, a:id has been recognized anil 
submitted to JIK lawful on every hand. 
That machinery would

tained a severe gash in the head, be- 
sides numerous cuts in different parts 
of his body; while Charlie Hoar, 
the other occupant of

received quite severe apinal 
injuries. Both men will,however,re- 
cover, as no bones are broken. 
The 
horse was severely injured, while the 
wagon suffered only tlight damage.
